Senator Copeland (D-NY) said 
restrictions on produ ction and 
m arketing were “the repu diated 
doctrine and philosophy of scar­ 
city .” 
“We are simply try ing to stran­ 
gle ou rselv es,” he said, while the 
rest of the world increases cotton, 
corn and wheat produ ction. 
Senator Bailey (D-NC) 
said 
the legislation “calls for the ex ­ 
ercise of arbitrary power which 
we do not hav e.” 
Bailey predicted th at contem­ 
plated redu ction in cotton and 
tobacco produ ction “means 25,000 
or 30,000 North Carolina farm 
families will be driv en from the 
farms.” 
Only the v eteran Senator Nor­ 
ris (Ind-Neb) replied at length to 
the attacks. He adm itted 
the 
legislation m ight “not be per­ 
fect” bu t insisted it wou ld do 
some good.” 
“I really think these senators 
who are so critical shou ld be 
named to a special committee to 
work farm legislation,” he said.
